gineers set the brak es, sounded the 
w histles and then leaped from their 
cabs, the two trains strik ing with such 
fo rce that the sound was heard fo r 
m iles around. 
A second after the col­ 
lisio n the bo iler of the work train ex­ 
ploded with terrific force, thro w ing 
heav y iron bars and splinters of wood 
to a distance of 200 feet.

Instead of doing this he failed 
to stop. 
The engineer of the work 
train. George B re—er. had also receiv ­ 
ed o rders to pass the freight at M ack ­ 
inaw and was on the way to that sta ­ 
tion. 
The work train was perhaps 
fiv e m inutes late and was running at 
full speed in o rder to m ak e up time. 
W hen abo ut two miles from M inert 
and entering a cut. both engineers 
saw the appro aching trains and realiz­ 
ing that it was im possible to stop, 
they threw on the em ergency brak es, 
w histled tw ice and then leaped from 
their cabs. 
The two trains, bo th heav ily loaded 
and going at full speed, crashed to ­ 
gether. 
The collision was w itnessed 
by Russell Noonan, a farm er’! boy of 
fo urteen years of age. who hastened to 
a near-by house and telepho ned to T re­ 
m ont. A special train with physicians 
w as m ade up in a few m inutes and less 
than half an ho ur was on the scene. 
At the sam e tim e ano ther train ar 
riv ed from Pek in bearing Superintend* 
ent C. H. B arnard of the Big Fo ur and 
physicians. 
The injured were tak en to the two 
cabo o ses of the relief train?, where 
tem po rary ho spitals were improv ised.

CUBAN RECIPROCITY. 


Bill Passes Ho use by Large Ma­ 


jo rity —“ Our Jim” Deliv ers 


Fo rceful Speech.

W a s h i n g t o n , Nov. 19.—The Cuban 
recip rocity bill was p assed by the House 
today, the vote not being recorded, how­ 
ever, m em bers m erely rising in p lace. 
The vote stood 335 to 21. 
The negative 
was abdtit equally divided between R e­ 
p ublicans and Democrats. 
D aring 
the debate 
R ep resentative 
W atson, of Indiana, made his first bow 
to the House as a m em ber of the com ­ 
m ittee on ways and means. 
In a char­ 
acteristic sp eech, p ronounced by old 
leaders to be am ong the best delivered 
in this session ou the Cuban bill, Mr. 
W atson discussed the tariff, recip rocity 
and national p olitics. 
He occup ied the 
floor for an hour, daring whioh time ho 
held the attention of the entire m em ber­ 
ship and a crowded gallery. 
Mr. W at­ 
son was in sp lendid form , and was 
evidently well p rep ared. 
Taking up 
the Cuban bill, he declared that A m eri­ 
can sugar p roducers woald not be in­ 
ured by it in view of the adm itted fact 
th at the p rice of this article would not 
be affected by the redaction in duties 
p rop osed. 
The Indiana m em ber de­ 
clared th a t he was a sincere p rotection­ 
ist. and w oald not sup p ort any m easure 
ini naut I to Am erican industries 
He as­ 
serted th at there oould be no recip rocity 
in com p etitive p roducts unless, as in the 
p resent instance, the schedule is snffi 
clernly high to enable Congress to make 
redactions w ithout injuriously affecting 
the home p roduct. 
He took an em ­ 
p hatic stand against a revision of the 
tariff a t this tim e, taking ap the subject 
in rep ly to the clam or of the Democrats. 
‘We are p rosp erous,” said Mr. W atson 
and in tim es like these it is dangerous 
to m odify a p olicy em bodying one of 
the Rep ublican p rincip les w hich has 
brought about the rem arkable p rogress 
of the U nited States d aring the p ast 
forty years.” 
Mr. W atson then taunted the Demo­ 
crats for their inability to unite np on 
anv issue or to agree on any leader to 
follow in the nex t national cam p aign. 
He dem onstrated his p oiut by quotations 
from reoeut interview s w ith p rom inent 
D em ocratic leaders. 
Several of the m inority, incensed at 
the p ointed rem arks of the Indiana 
Rep resentative, made efforts to interrup t 
him , but Mr. W atsou declined to yield. 
At the conclusion of his sp eech Mr. 
W atson was cordially congratulated, 
and for several m inutes was kep t busy 
shaking the hands of the Rep ublicans 
who crowded around. 
For the first 
tim e iu m any years the Com m ittee on 
W ays and M eans em braces in its p erson­ 
nel an orator of the first rank, who is 
callable ot cop ing w ith the most cap able 
sp eakers of the m inority. 
The op inion 
was generally ex p ressed th a t the sp eech 
of Mr. W atson today 
was one of the 
strongest and most forceful th at he has 
telivered since he entered Congress.

on the Sugar 
Industry. 


In the year 1747 Andreas Sigism und 
M arggraf. director of the p hysical classes 
in the Academy of Sciences, Berlin, 
m ade the im p ortant discovery th a t the 
sugar of the juices of beets, carrots, and 
certain other fleshy roots are identical 
w ith one another', and w ith the sugar of 
the cane. 
B ot no p ractical I use was 
made of the discovery in his lifetim e. 
The first to establish a beet sugar 
factory was his p up il and successor, 
F ranz C arl 
Achard, a t C unern, in 
Silesia in 1801. 
It was not, however 
till after 1830 th at the sugar beet indus­ 
try secured a firm footing in G erm any 
and France. 
Now it is an industry of 
great im p ortance esp ecially in Ge rm any, 
controlling in the m eantim e the m arket 
against the cane sugar trade. 
On account of the vast am ount of 
cap ital invested in sugar beet factories 
in the northern section of the U nited 
States and C anada, it ap p ears evident 
th at the industry is being thoroughly 
tested in the W estern hemisp here. 
The 
State of M ichigan being now in the lead 
in the way of factories, for those in 
op eration together w ith those contem ­ 
p lated in th at State, w ill am ount to 
m ore than one-third of the whole nam 
ber on o ar continent.

from a late edition of “ The M ichigan 
Begar Beet, ’ a weekly journal p ublished 
at Bay C itv, M ich., and devoted to the 
grow th and culture of the sugar beet:

Com p any, of 
Owosso, M ich., has recently p urchased 
a tract of m arsh laud in the Saginaw 
valley, containing 
10,000 acres which 
thev are engaged in draining for beet 
cai tare. 
T heir m ethod of draining the 
m arsh w ill be sim ilar to th a t in use for 
draining the Low lands of H ollands— 
th at is, by means of dykes and p ump s. 
It is sa il, th at ex p ert judges who 
have analyze!! the soil of the m arsh a l­ 
luded to, have ooucluded th a t it is of 
•nfficient fertility to p roduce eighty or 
more crop s w ithout being im p overished. 
The seed of the best strains of beets are 
im p orted from G erm any and p lanted in 
drills about four feet ap art in a well 
p rep ared seed bed early in May. aud on 
account of the feeble nature of the p lants 
when young, most of the cnltnre has to 
be conducted w ith the hoe and by hand 
weeding. 
The orop is harvested in Sep tem ber 
and October, and heretofore bas been 
done by p ulling the roots by hand and 
top p ing them w ith a knife, but this 
season a beet ha* rester was introduced, 
and it is believed to lie a success. 
The 
total cost p er acre for p roducing a beet 
orop is estim ated at # 25.00. 
The yield 
is from ten to fifteen tons. 
Th© p rice being regulated by w hat is 
known as a sliding scale, w hich has 
reference to the p ercentage of sngar the 
roots contain, and estim ated at s t i v e r 
age of # 5.IX) p er ton.

fo r Per Diem. 


County Attorney Sparks acting under 
the advice of the County Commissioners 
broug ht suit ag ainst three ex-connty 
officers and their bondsmen for the per 
diem collected daring their term of of­ 
fice. 
The suit was broug ht at this par­ 
ticular time because of the Supreme 
Oourt’a failure to render any decision in 
a case of this kind in another county, 
and Mr. Sparks broug ht his snit so 
that in the event that the hig her 
courts shoo Id decide that this per diem 
belong ed to the county the statute 
limitation would not bar the action. 
It 
is a friendly suit and no summons have 
been issued. 
The men who are sued are 
ready to make the accounts g ood if the 
Supreme Court says that the per diem 
does not belong to them. 
The term per 
diem means “for the day” or “ by the 
day” and in this case refers to the 
money drawn by the parties sued for at­ 
tendance in Court under the statute 
which says what the fees of each officer 
shall be in the words “ For attending 
Court per day 
$ 2 OO.” This lang uag e 
has been found to be somewhat uncer­ 
tain, and the q uestion as to whether or 
not it means in addition to their stipu­ 
lated salary is the q uestion, not only in 
this county, bot in about ninety other 
counties in the State, and we will say 
here that when the q uestion is raised in 
any of the counties, the party not in 
power attem pts to make political capital 
out of it.
